The 
soil condition is 88. 
This, with good 
seed, has resulted in one of the best 
stands of corn in the history of the 
state, it being placed at 93. 
Corn 
acreage is estimated at 101 per cent 
as compared with last year’s crop of 
7,610.900 acres. 
Condition of wheat is 89.

ago 04, one month ago 98.

Preparing the Garden. 


Any one who has a little patch of 
back yard can have a vegetable gar­ 
den this year. 
By all m eans m ake the 
effort. 
It can not only furnish you 
with delicious, fresh vegetables, but. 
you will get health and pleasure out of 
its care. 
If your soil is sandy it will produce 
the early crops to great advantage, and ! 
.you can get radishes, lettuce, and sim ­ 
ilar vegetables several w eeks ahead of 
your neighbor with a clay garden, but 
the sandy soil dees not stand the bet 
dry w eather of the sum m er m onths as 
well as the clay or loam. 
For this 
reason it is usually desirable to cover 
a very sandy plot with several inches 
of barnyard m anure and loam or black 
muck soil to give it som e body and 
m oisture retaining power. 
This top 
dressing should bo evenly spread on 
just before plow ing in the spring and 
it should be thoroughly turned under. 
A loam y soil is ideal for general gar­ 
den crops, the sandy loam being a lit- j 
tie earlier, and the clay loam a little 
better in the hot weather. Loam soils j 
do not need any other treatm ent than 1 
manure, every other year, unless the 
location is too wet. 
If this is the j 
case, either surface or tile drainage | 


will have to be installed in order to 
secure the best results. 
Clay, either blue. yellow* or red, ia 
about the toughest proposition the gar­ 
dener has to tackle. It p o ssesses plant 
food in abundance and can be made to 
bear profitably, but it will need a lot 
of cultivation and treatment, of various 
kinds before it can be handled \vithA* 
ease. 
In the first, place it must be 
plow od or spaded deeply in order 
to, 
break up the solid texture of the soil.! 
Large quantities of w*eli rotted ma­ 
nure containing 
considerable 
straw 
should he plowed under 
every 
year, 
and at. the sam e tim e it will be well 
to plow under about two 
inches 
of 
sand, or sandy loam. 
After the last 
crop has been taken off any portion of 
the garden in the fall, sow the vacant 
ground to som e fa st grow ing 
cover 
crop and turn it under just before frost 
cuts it down. AU of th ese factors will 
a ssist in loosening a heavy firm soil, 
allow ing better penetration of air and 
water, and reducing the tendency of 
the soil to form large hard clots. 
D on’t strip the soil from a new' gar­ 
den. Turn it under by all means, aa 
it will m ake the texture of the soil 
very much better. 
The greater the 
am ount of decaying plant matter you 
can incorporate in the soil, the better 
will be your crop.

Making an Asparagus Bed. 


If you have a suitable patch of ground 
about 12 feet long by 6 or 8 feet wide, 
you can grow enough asparagus on it 
to supply a large family during 
the 
spring. 
This does not mean one or 
two messes that cost so much they 
taste like money, either. Ii means all 
you wont to eat, of one of the most 
delicious 
and 
healthful 
vegetables. 
Plant a bed this year and you can cut 
an excellent crop next spring. 
Of 
course you could get some this year, 
hut it is safer to let it alone for a 
year so that the plants may get a 
good start. 
Well drained, mellow, randy loam is 
hest for asparagus. It must be warm, 
rich and well drained. 
Heavy clay 
will not do. 
lf your soil is heavy, 
your h<'st plan w ll be to excavate 
your bed to a depth of 18 inches and 


nil in with loamy soil or a mixture of 
loam and sand. 
Land that has been used for a gar­ 
den is better than fresh soil. 
It must 
be spaded as deep as possible, prefer­ 
ably from 12 to 18 inches. 
Make the 
soil fine, but not necessarily as fine 
as a seed bed, except right around the 
roots. 
Do this the latter part of 
April or the first of May. 
Next 
dig trenches or hills 
deep 
enough to bring the crown of the 
plants eight inches below the surface 
of the ground. 
Have these rows 12 
to 18 Inches apart a.nd set the plants 
12 inches apart in the rows. 
Cover 
them with a few inches of well packed 
earth and then put on stable manure 
until just the tip of the stalk is visible. 
Keep the patch hoed 
and fill the 
trenches in as the plant grows until 
the whole bed is level. 
Do not put 
manure directly about the roots.

The serum is sold at 
the cost of production, which aver­ 
ages about JO cents for each animal.

Some of the buildings upon which 
const ruction work probably will be at 
a standstill before Wednesday 
are: 
All the public school buildings, in­ 
cluding the Northeast high; the Bel­ 
mont hotel at Linwood and Harrison 
avenues; the Bernard Corrigan resi­ 
dence, in the Sunset Hill district; 
the Liquid Carbonic Company’s plant, 
at Twentieth street and Baltimore 
avenue; the 
Overland 
garage, 
at 
Twentieth street and Grand avenue; 
the new power plant and the round 
house 
at. the I Ilion depot, and 
the 
Sears. Roebuck AL- Co. plant iii North 
Kansas City. 
The object of the lockout, as 
ex­ 
pressed in the resolutions, is not to 
make war against the unions or to 
drive out union building tradesmen, 
hut to break lite power of the Build­ 
ing Trades Council. The contractors 
declared that it is no longer possible 
for a 
builder even 
though 
lie 
is 
friendly toward tile unions, to com­ 
plete a reasonably large job without 
having his men pulled off one or 
more times by the Building I lades 
Council. 
Any little thing, they asserted, is 


sufficient cause for a 
strike 
under 
present conditions. 
One 
contractor 
told how in supervising some finish­ 
ing work the other day he discovered 
that a steel beam backed some plas­ 
tering through which he was expect­ 
ed to bore a couple of holes. He sent 
for a brace and drill and handed it 
to the carpenter with instructions to 
bore through. 
The carpenter refus­ 
ed. 
It was only a minute’s job, but 
it belonged to the iron workers or 
the sheet metal workers’ union. 
The carpenter could not touch it 
for fear of starting trouble for him­ 
self. 
The contractor stated that he 
finally drilled the holes himself. Had 
the walking delegate for the Building 
Trades Council been close by, he be­ 
lieved. another strike 
would 
ha\e 
been the inevitable result.

dissolution, by receivership, if nec­ 
essary, of the Eastman Kodak com­ 
pany, of New’ Jersey, and the East­ 
man Kodak company of New’ York. 
They are charged w i t h .monopoliz­ 
ing the trade in photographic sup­ 
plies, in violation of the Sherman 
law. It is the aim of the government 
to obtain a division of the assets and 
business of the two companies, which 
are controlling 72 per cent of the 
business of the I nited States, into 
such parts as will effectually destroy 
the 
alleged monopoly 
and 
restore 
free competition.
